Which made ſome take him for a Tool 


That Knaves do work with, calld a Fool; 
And offer to lay Wagers, that 
As Mountaigne, playing with his Cat, 


Complains ſhe thought him but an Afs, 
Much more ſhe would Sir Hudzbras, 


(For that's the Name our valiant Knight 
To all his Challenges did write.) 


But they*re miſtaken very much, 
*Tis plain enough he was no ſuch, 


We grant although he had much Wit, 
IT was very ſhie of uſing it, 
As being loth to wear it out, 


And therefore bore it not about. 
A3 Ualeſs 
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Unleſs on Holy-Days, or ſo, 

As Men their beſt Apparel do. 

Beſide *tis known he could ſpeak Greek, 
As natorally as Pigs {queek : 

'T hat Latize was no more difficile, 
Than to a Blackbird *tis to whiitle. 
Being rich in both he never ſcanted 
His Bounty unto ſuch as wanted ; 

But much of either would afford 

To many that had not one Word. 

For Hebrew Roots, although th are found 
To flouriſh moſt in barren Ground, 
He had ſuch Plenty, as ſufhic'd 

To make ſome think him circumcis'd : 
And truly ſo, perhaps, he was, 

? Tis many a pious Chriſtian's cafe. 


He was in Logick a great Critick, 
Profoundly skilPd in Analytick. 
He could diſtinguiſh, and divide 


A Hair *twixt Soath and South Weſt ide : 
On cirher which he would diſpute, 


Confute, 
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Confute, change hands, and ſtill confute. 


He'd undertake to prove by force 

Of Argument, a Man's no Horſe. 

He'd prove a Buzzard is no Fowl, 
And that a Lord may be an Owl; 

A Calfan Alderman, a Goole a Faſtice, 
And Rooks Committee-Mex and Truſtees. 
He'd run in Debt by Diſputation, 

And pay with Ratiocination. 

All this by Syllogiſm, true 

In Mood and Figure, he would do. 


For Rhetorick, he could not ope 
His Mouth, bur out there flew a Trope : 
And whien he hapned to break off 
P th? middle of his Speech, or cough, 
I had hard Words, ready to ſhew why, 
And tel! what Rules he did it by. 
Elſe when with greateſt Art he ſpoke, 
You'd think he talk*d like other Folk. 
For all a Rhetorician's Rules 
Teach nothing but to name h& Tools.

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His ordinary Rate of Speech 
In loftineſs of ſound was rich, 
A Babyloniſh Diale&, 
Which learned Pedants much affe&. 
It was a Parti-colour'd Dreſs 
Of patcld and Pye-balPd Languages : 
*T'was Engliſh cut on Greek and Latin, 
Like Fuſtian heretofore on Sattin, 
It had an odd promiſcuous Tone, 
As ifh* had talk*d three Parts in one, 
Which made ſome thiak when he did gablle, 
'Th' had heard three Labourers of Babel; 
Or Cerberus himſelf pronounce 
A Leaſhof Languages at once. 
This he as volubly would vent 
As if his ſtock would neer be ſpent : 
And truly to ſupport that Charge | 
He had Supplies as vaſt and large, 
For he could coyn or counterfeit 
New Words with little or no Wit : 
Words ſo debag'd and hard, no ſtone 
Was hard enough to touch them on.

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And when with haſty noiſe he ſpoke em, 
The Ignorant for currant took *em, 

That had the Orator who once 


Did fill his Mouth with Pebble ſtones 


When he harang'd ; but known his Phraſe, 
He would have usd no other ways. 


In Mathematicks he was greater 
Then Tycho Brabe, or Erra Pater : 
For he by Geometrick Scale 

Could takethe Size of Pots of Ale ; 


Reſolve by Signs and Tangents ſtraight, 
If Bread or Butter wanted weight ; 


And wiſely tell what hour & th? day 
The Clock does ſtrike by Algebra. 


Beſide he was a ſhrewd Philoſopher ; 
And had read every Text and GloſSover - 
Whar &er thecrabbed'ſt Author hath 
He underſtood b*implicit Faith, 
Whatever Srep7ick could inquire for ; 
For every why he had a wherefore ; 
—__ *Y Knew

Knew more than forty of them do, 
As faras Words and Terms could go, 
All which he underſtood by Rote, 
And as occaſion ſerv*d, would quote; 
No matter whether right or wrong : 
They might be either ſaid or ſung. 


His Notions fitted things fo well, 


That which was which he could not tell ; 


But oftentimes miſtook the one 


For tl? other, as Great Clerks have done. 


He could reduce all things to AQts, 

And knew their Natures by Abſtracts, 
Where Entity and Quiddity 

The Ghoſt of defun& Bodies fly ; 
Where Truthin Perſon docs appear, 
Like Words congea[Pd in Northern Air. 
He knew what*s what, and that's as high 
AS Metaphyſick Wit can fly. 

In S choot-Divinity as able 

As he that hight Irrefragable ; 


6 Profound 
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Profound in all the Nominal 


And real ways beyond them all, 


And with as delicate a Hand 

Could twiſt as tough+a Rope of Sand ; 
And weave fine Cobwebs, fit for Skull 
That's empty when the Moon is full ; 
Such as take Lodgings in a Head 
That's to be let unfurniſhed. 


He could raiſe Scruples dark and nice, 
And after ſolve %*em in a trice : 


_ As if Divinity had catch'd 


The ltch, of purpoſe to be ſcratch'd ; 
Or, like a Mountebank, did wound 


And ſtab her ſelf with Doubts profound, 
Only to ſhew with how ſmall pain 
The Sores of Faith are cur*d again ; 
Although by woful Proof we find, 
They always leave a Scar behind. 


He knew the Seat of Paradiſe, 

Could tell in what Degree it lies ; 
And, as he was diſpos'd, could prove it, 
Below the Moon, or elſe above it.

To old King Harry ſo well known,

Through they were lin*d with many a piece 
Of Ammunition-Bread and Cheeſe, 

And fat Black-Puddings, proper Food 

For Warriers that delight in Blood. 

For, as we ſaid, He always choſe 

Tocarry Vittle in his Hoſe, 

That often tempted Rats, and Mice, 


The Ammunition to {urprize : 
And 
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And when he put a Hand but in 

The one or oy other Magazine, 

They ſtoutly i in defence on't ſtood, 

And from the wounded Foe drew Blood, 
And till th? were ſtorm*d, and beaten out, 
Neer left the Fortify*d Redoubt : 

And though Knights Errant, as ſome think, 
Of old did neither eat nor drink, 

Becauſe when thorobigh Deſarts vaſt 

And Regions deſolate they paſt,

His Wits were ſent him for a Token, A 
But in the Carriage cracke and broken. F, 
Like Commendation, Nine-pence, crooks A 
With to and from my Love, it lookt, A 
He neer conſider'd it, as loth T 
' Tolook a Gift-Horle in the Mouth :; F 
And very wiſely would lay forth T 
No more upon it than *twas worth, A 
But as he pot it freely, ſo ] 
He ſpeat it frank and freely too, 1 


For 
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For Saints themſelves will ſometimes be 
Of Gifts that coſt them nothing, free. 

By means of this, with Hemand Cough, 
Prolongers to.enlightned Snuft, 

He could deep Myfteries unriddle,

That they are ne*er beſide their Way : 
What-&'er Men ſpeak by this New Light, 
Still they are ſure to be i? th? right. 

"Ts a dark-Lazthorn of the Spirit,

A Light that falls down from on high, 
For Spiritual Trades to coxenby : 

An Ignis Fatuns that bewieches 

And leads Men into Pools and Ditches, 
To make them aip themſelves, and ſound 
For Chriſtendom in dirty Pond ; 

To dive, like Wild-fowl, for Salvation, 
And fiſh to catch Regeneration. 

This Light inſpires, and plays upon 

The Noſe of Saint, like Bag-pipe Drone, 


And 
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And ſpeaks through hollow empty Soul, 


As through a Trunk, or whiſp'ring Hole, 
Such Language as no mortal Ear ; 


But Spiritual Eaves-dropperscan hear, 
So Phzbus, or fome Friendly Muſe

Could tell what ſubtleſft Parrots mean, 
That ſpeak and think contrary clean, 
What Member *tis of Whom they talk 


When they cry Rope, and Walk, Kzave, Walk. 
He'd extract Numbers out of Matter, 


And keep them 1n a Glals, like V Vater, 

Of Sov'raign Pow?r to make Men wile; 

For dropt in blear, thick-ſighted Eyes, 

They*d make thern fee in darkeſt Night, 

Like Owls, though pur-blind in the Light.

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By help of theſe (as he profeſt) 

He had Fir/# Matter ſeen undreft : 

He took her naked all alone,

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For Hudibras, who thought I? had won 
| The Field as certain as a Gun, 
And having routed the whole Troop, 
With Victory was Cock-a-hoop ; 
Think W had done enough to purchaſe 


Thankſgtving-day among the Churches, 
 Whereia his Mettleand brave Worth 


Might be explain'd by” Holder-forth, 
And Regiſter'd by Fame Eternal, 
In Deathleſs Pages of Diurnal ? 
Found in few minutes to his Coft, 
He did but Conant without his Hoi ? 


And that a Tur»-ſtile is more certain, 
Than in events of War Dame Fortune. 


For now the late faint-hearted Rour, 
O'erthrown and ſcatter'd round about, 
| Chac'd by the Horror of their Fear 
From bloudy Fray of Kpight and Bear, 
' (All but the Dogs who in purſuit, 
Of the Kight's Victory ſtood ro't, 
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And moft 1gnobly fought to get 
The Honour of his Bloud and Sweat)
